ard McGrath has told Pre*i- 
dent Truman that he should con­ 
sider himself free to appoint a 
successor at any time now that 
he wishes to do so. 
Mr. McGrath made his position 
clear in writing to the President 
three weeks ago, not long after 
Mr. Truman announced from Key 
West the remov al of Assistant 
Attorney General Caudle. It will 
be recalled that, when Mr. Mc­ 
Grath subsequently testified bi- 
fore the House subcommittee, he 
expressed himself as still unin­ 
formed as to the exact reason for 
the dismissal of Caudle, While 
he was adv ised in adv ance of the 
President’s decision to remov e 
his assistant, it is apparent that 
he was not giv en a bill of par­ 
ticulars and It can bt inferred 
from Mr. McGrath’s testimony 
that, while he regarded his assist. 
ant as indiscreet in the handling 
of outside activ ities, he did not 
hold Caudle to hav e been dishon­ 
est. 
There is no ill feeling between 
the President and Mr, McGrath. 
The attorney general is reported 
to be anxious to leav e public life 
so as to be able to dev ote himself 
to priv ate busine* interests. This 
happens to coincide with the de­ 
sire of the President to use the 
opportunity created by the v a­ 
cancy to appoint someone as at­ 
torney general who can do a 
clean-up job, thus making it un­
